pupil of Chiron. The glory of ^Escti- 
lapius' name is not dimmed as it has 
come down to \is through the ages. 
While his treatment of the sick was 
heroic, as was natural in an heroic age, 
he did not ignore the virtue of metaphys- 
ical treatment, To those who suffered 
from violent passions he recommended 
the perusal offworks of poetry, the study 
of hymns and songs and an attendance 
on light comedy. 


It has often been said of physicians 


that they have two kinds of medicine- 
one vrith -which to cure the patient, the 
other to be used when it is desirable that 
the cure shall not be effected too quick- 
ly. .ffisetilapius had two kinds, which 
he received from Pallas Athene, the 
goddess of wisdom. Both were taken 
from the veins of Medusa. That taken 
from her left side operated to the de- 
struction of men. That from the right 
side brought them health and strength.

Argonia, Kansas, is under woman rule. 


The town officers are all women. This 
peculiar condition of affairs has given 
the ladies an independence of thought 
and action far in advance of women in 
less favored parts of the country. 
Not 


only do the married ladies enjoy greater 
freedom of thought and broader views, 
but tho young ladies exhibit more inde- 
pendence of the conventionalities of 
society than their sisters elsewhere. 
In 


discussing the subject of equal rights at 
an evening party, the young men took 
the ground that while ladies could vote 
and hold office, they had to acknowledge 
the supremacy of man in the matter of 
courtship and marriage. This the young 
ladies disputed, one of them asserting 
that she thought she had as much right 
to ask a man to marry her as a imn had 
to ask her. In a tew days she substan- 
tiated her assertion by calling upon a 
young man and proposing marriage. 
Her offer was accepted, in fact it is sus- 
pected that the matter had been prear- 
ranged between her and her lover, and 
the marriage ceremony was performed 
by a woman, who is Justice of the Peace 
in Argonia. 


This innovation on the old established 


customs of society is said to meet with 
favor in Kansas, tha young men being 
disposed to encourage it, but the custom 
is not likely to become general, as only 
strong-miuded damsels will run the risk 
of being refused bj a brute of a maa 
whom she might honor by asking for his 
heart and h;*11*.*

KANSAS FARMERS. 


Kansas farmers mean business. They 


are determined 
t<> kill the speculators 


and sell their products direct to pur- 
chasers. They are holding a convention 
at Topeka, in which every organization 
claiming allegiance to the People's parly 
is represented. 


Tho object is the amalgamation of 


every business organization which orig- 
inated from the farmers' uprising in the 
State. The farmers propose to deal di- 
rect vith purchasers and consumers and 
save the profit heretofore derived from 
them by middlemen. 


It looks as if Kansas farmers had 


parted with old political parties and now 
want to improve on their old business 
methods. The Alliance has had a won- 
deriul effect on thsm. It opened their 
eyes and dispelled tho prejudices which 
enveloped them. They are, to-day, the 
most virulent opponents of the party with 
which they affiliated and the principles 
which they advocated when they gave 
Harrison over 80,000 majority less than 
three years ago. They see that they 
were wrong, have the manliness to admit 
it and are doing all in their power to 
make amends for past errors. If the 
people of the whole country had the 
moral courage of the Western farmers 
there would be less rascality and decep- 
tion in politics, and the Government 
would be conducted for the benefit of 
the masses instead of favored classes. 
Some of the Farmers' Alliance spirit is 
needed in Nevada to end boss-rulo and 
the sway of professional politicians. 


Mutiny at Sea. 


SpecUl to the Journal. 


NKW tomK, August 21.—Captain Bakker 


oJ the Nelherland Line steamship Obaam, 
which reached this port last night, reports 
that 24 houis after leaving pert, on the 
last trip, he became aware of a plot among 
the fireman and stokers to take possession 
of the ship. The next day the vessel was 
shipped without orders from her officers. 
The capilaa went below and asked the fire- 
man what the trouble was. Peter Dozen, 
who was spokesman for the crowd said: 
"We have grown tired of this life ana in- 
tend to run things to suit ourselves." 
Dnzen picked up o heavy iron pick and 
sprung at Bakker. The latter drew a re- 
volver and fired, hitting Dozen, who fell to 
the floor aud expired a couple of hours 
later. The rest of the mutineers precipi- 
tately returned to woik. 
Dozen's body 


was burled at sea and on the arrival of the 
steamer at Botterdam Bakker had the muti- 
neers arrested and gave himself up on a 
charge of murder. 
There weie 300 pas- 


sengers on board the steamer at the time 
of the threatened mutiny. 


Dozen was a nati»o of Holland, and pa- 


pers in bis bag showed him to have been 
a leading Socialist, and to hove bome a 
bad character. 


BBUSSEM, August 21.—la the Socialist 


Congress to-day, Mr. Sprew of the English 
Fireman's and Seaman's Union, made a 
special address, in which he said that a few 
weeks ago tho captain of the steamer run- 
ning between New York and Rotterdam 
•o badly fed his orew th&t one of them be- 
came too ill to work and that the captain 
ordered him to resume work and then shot 
him dead. Three hundred passengers pe- 
titioned the Dutch Government to arrest 
him, bat he was so influential that he was 
not arrested. 


PAWS, Aagnat 21.—Latest reports from 


the Island of Martinique Hate that two 
hundred and eighteen people were killed 
by the recent cyclone. This was in coait 
towns alone. The interior towns hive not 
been beard from as yet, and until reports 
are received from them the total number of 
killed will not be known. It is thought 
the number of dead in interior towns will 
be equal to or greater than the coast towns. 
It is known, however, that bouses, crops 
and trees from one end of Martfnique to 
the other are demolished or flattened 
down beyond hope of recovery. The loss 
to coffee and sugar planters is great. 


All troops at the disposal of the Govern- 


ment and a large body of volunteers are 
busy at work in all directions succoring the 
injured and bnryiog the dead. Physicians 
on the island bad hardly an hour's rest lor 
the first forty-eight hours, following the 
hurricane's passage, and citizens of all 
classes are doing their utmost to b*lp the 
sufferers and to repair, BO far as possible, 
the damage done.

A UOOD CROP FOB NKVADA. 


The Sacramento papers say there are 


about two thousand persons, mostly In- 
dinos, Chinese and Japanese, engaged in 
hop Helds near that city. Hop culture 
is found to bo profitable, as they com- 
mand from fifteen to eighteen cents per 
pound in tho market. There are only n 
few places where hops are raised to any 
great extent. These are the Sacramento, 
Valley, Washington and New York 
States, and the market is seldom over- 
stocked, the demand generally exceeding 
tho supply. 


As Nevada is peculiarly adapted to 


hop-culture, the soil and climate being 
just what is required, it is strangfc that 
farmers do not engage in producing 
them on an extensive scale. Hop vines 
grow luxuriantly in the vicinity of Keno 
and on the Hnmboldt, and are very pro- 
ductive. They are not affected by late 
frosts in the Spring nor early frosts in 
the Pull. The Indians who go from 
hero to tho Sacramento Valley every Pull 
to work on hop farms understand picking 
them and as the crop would not ripen in 
Ibis climate until it was harvested in 
California, there would be no difficulty 
in securing Indian labor to gather it. 
There ought to bo money In a hop farm 
in Nevada, nnd where the soil is rich and 
water for irrigating the vines plenty, 
fur in era ought to give the business a 
trial.

appeared in a peal of thunder kites were 
set fly ing, and attached to their tails was 
dynamite. This was exploded when the 
kites were high in air, and then a great 
quantity of powder, which was scattered 
over the ground for about two miles, was 
set off by electricity. This made a noise 
like a succession of batterys of artillery. 
The smoke arose in the air for about 200 
feet and drifted towards the experts' head- 
quarters.

Before it reached there, however, it was
